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Women Literally Making Money

everal years ago, | 
began collecting vintage and an- 
tique images showing the minting 
process of coins and the printing 
of paper money. These included 
stereoviews, postcards, engravings 
from antiquarian books, magazine 


articles, newspaper photographs 


and numismatic material. 


As | acquired these pictures, | no- 
ticed the gender of the people 
represented in the images. The 
small sample | assembled showed 
that men made up the majority of 
mint workers, while women ap- 
peared frequently in early Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing and 
Treasury Department 


photo- 
graphs. 


Early minting scenes are dominat- 
ed by muscular men_ pushing, 
pulling, lifting and manipulating 
massive tools and equipment. 


This was the result of the physical 


demands required in the use of 
heavy materials and manual ma- 


chinery until the mid 19th centu- 
ry. 


It was the introduction of labor 
reducing machines that allowed 
more women to enter employ- 
ment at the U.S. Mint. Still, find- 
ing a women in a minting scene 
was elusive. For example, none of 
the news photos that | found in- 
cluded women. Likewise, a com- 
plete set of twelve postcards 
(circa 1930) from the Royal Mint 
of England do not show a female 
involved in the minting of coins. 
However, an early 20th century 
medal from Vienna clearly shows 
a woman mint” worker. 
On the other hand, the photos | 
have acquired from the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing and the 
Treasury Department, show wom- 
en doing many of the tasks re- 
quired to create paper currency. 
Often, show 


the photographs 


men and women working togeth- 


er. Other images reveal work 


done exclusively by women. 


Research into the area of women 
participating in the early manu- 
facturing of coins is problematic. 
For example, are mint and tax 
records available to confirm the 
employment of females in Medie- 
val, Renaissance or pre-industrial 
revolution European mints? And, 
to what extent were women in- 
volved in the designing of coins 
during the earliest periods of 


coinage? 


In contrast, the images of the 
manufacture of paper money that 
| have found clearly demonstrate 
the importance of women in that 
workforce. 

Additionally, a considerable 
amount of historical evidence is 
available relating to American 
women as sculptors / coin de- 
signers. Likewise, a number of fe- 


males have held political positions 


at the United States Treasury, BEP 
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and Mint. Researching notable women mint direc- “Comment of Forge la Monnoye d’or & Argent”, 


tors, such as Nellie Taylo Ross, is relatively simple. two woodcuts from Cosmographia by Sebastian 


Munster, circa 1575. 


It is my hope that this photo essay encourages 
someone to further investigate the role of women 


as literally “money makers”.

The fourth worker is washing an unidentified object 


to the left.

The second (page 831) is perhaps my most unusual 
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find. Three women, working in the same outdoor 
environment as the men above, are shown sorting 
through a pile of coins. Could this be the earliest 
picture showing women = as-_~ mint’ workers? 
The related text is on the opposite side of each im- 
age. As is somewhat typical for these early encyclo- 
pedias, the text is the same for both woodcuts. 
The commentary simply offers a very brief descrip- 
tion of the making of coins. Some of the tools are 
described. The engraving of images and letters is 


mentioned and the weighing of the coins is dis- 


cussed. 


Paris tax lists from late 13th to early 14th century 
indicate that women were moneyers or mint work- 


ers. 


This picture alone might encourage someone to do 
further research on the place of woman in the very 


early years of coin production.

Two of the photographs are of the BEP’s Hygiene 
Division. It had a men’s ward and a woman's ward. 
This is a very good clue as to the importance of the 


women’s workforce at the BEP.

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Seminar Summary:

y name 
is Diana Jellinek and | am a fe- 
male numismatist. My interest in 
coins began very early in life 
when | was first allowed to hold 
coins on my own. My family sent 
me coins from all over the world 
in packages, and over the years, | 
became drawn to the history be- 
hind each coin. The stories that 
coins tell still fascinates me to this 
day, and it is due to the allure of 
coins that | contribute back to the 
coin collecting community. Over 
time, my goal has been to get 
more people interested in coins, 
especially more women and 
young people. In doing so, | 
learned about organizations also 
geared towards promoting nu- 
mismatic education. Over the last 
decade, | have joined many 
groups, but one of my favorites 


has been Women in Numisma- 
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tists. To my surprise, | was the 


recipient of their 2016 ANA Sum- 
mer Seminar scholarship! And this 


is how it went. 
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Leading up to the day of the ANA 
Summer Seminar, | could feel the 
excitement bubbling up inside 
me! “Wow! | cannot believe | am 
going to the coin seminar where 
SO many knowledgeable people 
from all over the world are going 
to discuss coins! How fun is that?! 


| have to remind myself to stay 


grounded! | have to take many 
notes, organize the right clothes 
for the trip, and always stay hy- 
drated the whole time as Colora- 
do Springs is very elevated and 


hot!” 


This opportunity allowed me to 
delve into the world of coins a lot 
more. | chose to take the course 
called U.S. Coin Grading Part I. 
This program was instructed by 
Jim Stoutjesdyk (Heritage Auction 
President of the Coin Depart- 
ment), Don Bonser (Former Amex 
Grader), and up-and-coming 
grader Kevin Kaufman. Here | was 
able to focus and understand the 
condition of coins; rather than the 
history that | have always been 
interested in. What was intriguing 
was the investigation of how each 
coin had arrived in the condition 
it is was in. One example would 
be identifying a bag mark on a 
coin. Some people often make 


the mistake of thinking it is a 


scratch and that the coin deserves 
a lesser grade, however this is not 
always so. A bag mark is a ding 
from another coin’s rim when 
they are transported from the 
mint to the bank in 
large cloth bags full of 
other coins. Bag marks 
are actually very com- 
mon in coins. How to 
identify a bag mark is 
actually really easy be- 
cause when a coin Is 
hit with the rim of an- 
other coin, the metal is 
bent up, which in turn, 
refracts light. Unbe- 
knownst to many coin 
enthusiasts, a bag mark 
does not always count 
against the grade, es- 
pecially if it is not in a 
vital field of the coin. This then 
brings us to learn about the im- 
portant fields of focus on coins. 
Each coin has its own field of fo- 
cus; on the Morgan dollar, the 
clear cheek and open field in 
front of her face are the most sig- 


nificant areas. It is imperative to 


search these areas for bag marks, 
like a scratch from improper stor- 
age such as from a staple or die 
polish marks. If a bag mark is 


clearly distracting, then the coin

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loses grading value, which could 
mean big money is lost. If the 
bag mark is not distracting and 
located in a less important area 
on the coin, such as if the mark 
was slightly hidden in the tussles 
of Miss Liberty's hair; then it is 


less detrimental to the coin’s

grade. 


Another example of grading coins 
that | learned was that coin luster 
is one of the most important fea- 
tures of a coin. When you look at 
a coin, do you see a lus- 
trous shine to it? That 
shine is when the luster 
of a coin spins like a cart- 
wheel as you rotate it. 
This visual effect is known 
as “cartwheel luster.” That 
look is usually the most 
desirable aspect for most 
collectors, but there are 
some who still love an 
evenly worn coin. You 
may wonder why some- 
one would collect very 
worn coins, but it is hard 
§ to find a coin that is 
evenly worn down in an AGO3 
(almost good) condition. That 
type of coin takes many years to 
wear down and adds some mysti- 
cal element to the coin. This begs 
the question; did someone receive 
this coin as a gift and carry it in 


their pocket all their life? Noticing

if the coin has a full cart wheel or partial luster de- 
termines the level of grade. If there are few marks 
and scratches, has little to no wear, and has visible 
luster then the coin would be considered to be mint 
state. Mint state goes from MS60 to MS70, but that 
wasn't always the case. The history of coin grading is 
fascinating and can be found in the reference book, 
The Official American Numismatic Association Grad- 
ing Standards for United States Coins, by both Ken- 
neth Bressett and Q. David Bowers. This extensive 


book is a must read for any new coin collector! 


Another beneficial aspect about the seminar was be- 


ing able to learn in a group environment which 
allowed us all to ask individualized questions that 
produced a shared synergy in class. We were all 
able to learn more by hearing what other people 
thought and continu- 
ously generated new 
ideas. The WIN schol- 
arship vastly increased 
my understanding 
about numismatics, 


and for that | am ex- 





tremely grateful.

The Numismatic Bibliomania Society wishes 
to mark the passing of Linda Kolbe, first 
Secretary of the NBS, wife of George Kolbe, 
and behind-the-scenes worker in the devel- 
opment of the George Frederick Kolbe Fine 
Numismatic Books business. A native of 
Portland, Maine, Linda and her family 
moved to Pasadena, California, while she 
was still a child. It was in Pasadena that she 
met George Kolbe, whom she married in 


1961. 


In May 1967, living in Redondo Beach at 
the time, the pair issued Numismatic Litera- 
ture for Sale: List #1 under the G. Frederick 
Kolbe banner, and a new business was 
born. While catalogued by George, the list 
was produced by Linda, who typed the 
three-page offering five times, each time 


using a special carbon-copy gathering that 


produced five copies at a time, for a total 
“oress run” of twenty-five copies. A second 
list was published two months later, this 
time typed by Linda on mimeograph sten- 
cils, a method the Kolbes used for several 


of these early fixed-price lists. 


Linda remained an active participant in the 
business as it grew, fielding phone calls, 
attending to correspondence, mailing cata- 
logues, and many other administrative tasks 
associated with the business. At time went 
on, she met many of us in the numismatic 
book world and participated in some of the 
most important auctions of numismatic 
books held in this country. While several 
other remarkable instances of her involve- 
ment could be cited, her management of 
the phone bids for Bidder No. 15 in the 


landmark June 1, 1990 sale including mate- 


tion's highest honor, the Farran 
Zerbe Memorial Award. The Associa- 
tion's most prestigious award is given 
in recognition of numerous years of 
outstanding, dedicated service to 


numismatics.
